and breaking it. As the stage struck 
him he uttered a cry and was unable 
to sit on his horse.

Dr. H ill’s office where the broken 
limb was dressed. His leg is broken 
a little above the ankle, and is a very 
painful fracture.

Mr. J. H. Rhodes, of Carpenteria, 
this morning brought us one of the 
most wonderful specimens of vegeta­ 
ble growth we have ever seen.
